A. Thorndyke, of Boston.

Sherman gave away t h e bride.

HARRISOBT MESi KEPT BUSY. 


Uvely Flgiit for the Control of the 
State Committee In Indiana. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 28.—The Harrison 
republicans are very active all over the 
state putting the machine in shape to 
carry the new central committee next 
week. 
Dan Ransdell, marshal for the 
District of Columbia, is now "fixing" 
the Ninth district. 
H e was at Lebanon 
and 
Frankfort Saturday. 
The anti 
Harrison men are very active also. I n 
the Evansville, 
Terre 
Haute, 
Fort 
Wayne and Kankakee 
districts t h e 
"antis" could elect committeemen with- 
out trouble if they could agree among 
themselves. 
In the Fort 
Wayne dis- 
trict, where there are no 
Harrison re- 
publicans outside of the oflSce-holding 
class, half a dozen "antis" are running 
for committeemen. 
It is said that the 
Harrison managers have been scheming 
for some time to induce at l«aat two 
"antis" from each county to come out 
for committeemen. 
In many counties 
alleged "antis" are doing fine work for 
Harrison under the direction of Dan 
Ransdell. 
A big howl is that in the 
reorganization 
of t h e state com- 
mittee 
3,000 
republicans have been 
disfranchised in Allen county by Chair- 
man Gowdy. The representation at the 
district conventions for the election of 
state committeemen is based on the 
vote cast for Trussler for secretary of 
state in 1890. I n Allen county the 
republican vote was 3,000 short of the 
Harrison vote in 1888. 
This leaves the 
republicans of Allen with only seven- 
teen delegates, Lagrange county, sup- 
posed to be for Harrison, having the 
same number. 
They fear that if the 
Harrison men elect a majority of the 
state committee the state will be appor- 
tioned for delegates to the state con- 
vention upon this same unjust 
basis, 
giving Harrison the advantage of 100 
delegates. 
The Sixth or "burnt dis- 
trict" is practically solid for Harrison. 
The "antis" will not make a fight there. 
The fourth district is about 
evenly 
divided, but 
Internal Revenue Collec- 
tor John 0. Cravens and his numerous 
deputies, together 
with the distilleries 
at Lawrenceburg, and the postmasters 
will pull Chairman Goudy through for 
re-election as committeeman. 
Gowdy 
lives in Rush, which is now in the new 
Fourth. 
The New Albany district is 
slightly anti-Harrison.

District Attorney Samuel U. Chambers 
can be relied upon to "fix" the Second, 
of Vincennes, district for Harrison as 
easily as he assisted to quash the thirty 
indictments for illegal voting in Judge

T5.A first district is 


in a helpless condition, and the eighth 
ig almost as bad, but it is said that 
Randall 
will try to save both. Ex- 
Congressman 
Pierce, formerly of the 
first district but now of this city, was 
in Washington last week to confer with

The Harrison men rely upon 
Clem Studebaker to pull them through 
in the South

district, 
but the 
"antis" claim that a dozen Studebakers 
could not save Harrison the thirteenth.

The administration men have

JINGOISM IS ALL RIGTH, 


So Says General Howard Porter In an 
Interview Concernlntr Foreign 
Relations. 


WASHINGTON, D . C., Dec. 30.—General 
Horace Porter, who is in Washington 
as a guest at t h e Sherman-Thorndyke 
marriage, 
today in a talk about the 
Chilian affair, said: "I scarcely look for 
a war with Chili, though a little brush 
with an outsider would be a good thing 
for the United States. 
Patriotism be- 
comes stagnant by a too long epoch of 
peace. 
Its getting about time to open 
the temple of Janus, and let slip the 
dogs of war. I rather 
regret we did 
not administer a threshing to Italy. 
True, she could have turned loose her 
monster men of war on our unprotected 
coasts, b u t we would soon have sent 
them to the bottom with our torpedoes, 
and raising them subsequently, had the 
grandest lot of iron d a d s in the world. 
I tell you I admire the policy of old 
England, which protects the property 
and persons of a single citizen, whether 
in the wilds of Africa, the mountains of 
Persia, or t h e plains of America. 
Jingoism is all right and we should 
pray to have a little more of it in these 
United States."

the burning works. 
There was a strong 
westerly wind prevailing and very soon 
the building was a mass of leaping 
flames. 
Three steamers and six hose 
carriages 
arrived 
at the 
scene 
from 
Bayonne 
in a 
short 
time 
after the telephone call was sent in 
and were at work. 
So intense was t h e 
heat from t h e burning building that 
the firemen were time and time again 
driven back, and 
they could do little 
else than 
w^atch it burn. 
About 10 
o'clock the 
wall of the building col- 
lapsed 
and there was such confusion 
that for a time it was feared that some 
of the brave firemen had been buried 
under the debris. 
Fortunately 
this 
proved only a fear, for all succeeded in 
getting out of the way. 
It soon became 
apparent that 
nothing 
but the boiler 
house could be saved and the efforts of 
the men 
fighting t h e flames were di- 
rected solely to that shed. 
The build- 
ing was 400 feet long and three stories 
high and with the inclosure contained 
property valued at $1,500,000, nearly all 
of which was destroyed.

SOUTH BEND, Ind, Jan. 2.—This city 
was shocked yesterday by one of the 
most sickening accidents which has oc- 
curred here for some time, and one 
which resulted in t h e death of two 
young people, Edward Spann and Miss 
Seig. 
The former was a young man 
with a large circle of friends, and t h e 
young woman was the eldest daughter 
of Christian Seig, a leading mason and 
contractor of the city. 
They were en- 
gaged to be married, and the nuptials 
would probably have soon been cele- 
brated. 
Shortly after the dinner hour 
Miss Seig went out to the gate, and 
looking up the street saw her lover 
coming toward her home. She went t o 
meet him, and they stopped and began 
talking as to where the afternoon should 
be spent. 
Right back of them, and on 
a line with the sidewalk was an eight- 
inch brick wall, twenty-two feet high, 
and standing on ground owned by the 
Birdsell Manufacturing company. 
A 
strong wind was blowing, and the wall, 
which 
was said to be out of plumb, 
toppled and fell forward without any 
warning, burying the two young people 
beneath the great mass of brick and 
mortar. Miss Seig was killed instantly. 
Her head laid across the young man's 
body, and was crushed to a shapeless 
mass. 
Her blood and brains covered 
the bricks around. 
Spann's head was 
also crushed a n d a number of bones 
broken, but he lived a short time after 
being removed from the debris. 


THE WIFE MURDERER. 
Stephen Bell, Was Hanged Today at 
Windsor. 


WINDSOR, Vt., Jan. 1.—Stephen H. 
Bell will be hanged in the state prison 
this afternoon for the murder of his 
wife at Faixfax, December 26, 1889. 
Last 
night his guards were doubled. 
He talked but little and was 
induced 
to go to bed at 10:45 p. m. H e slept 
for three hours and then complained of 
a headache. 
This morning he arose at 
6 o'clock and ate a hearty breakfast of 
beef steak, boiled eggs, toast, baked 
potatoes and 
coffee. 
Sheriff Lovell's 
deputies are arranging the gallows for 
his execution.

"This year 
thou Shalt die." 


Jeremiah, accustomed lo saying 
bold 
things, 
addressed 
llananiah 
in 
these 
words. 
They proved true. 
In 
sixty 
days Hananiah had departed t.his life. 


This is the first Sabbath of the year. 
It is a time 
for review 
and for 
an- 
ticipation. 
A man must he a genius at 
stupidity who dues not think now. 
The 
old year died in giving birth to Ilio new, 
as the life of J a n e Seymour, the English 
Queen, departed when that of 
her son, 
Edward VJ, dawned. 
The old year was 
a queen. 
The new shall bo a king. The 
grave of the one 
and 
the cradle ot tiio 
other are side by side. 
Wo can 
hardly 
guess what the child will be. 
It is only 
two days old, but 
1 prophesy for it an 
eventful 
future 
Year 
of 
mirth 
and 
madness! 
Year of pageant 
and confla- 
gration! 
It 
will laugh: it will sing; it 
will groan; it will die. 


Is it not a time for earnest 
thought? 
The 
congratulations 
have been given. 
The 
Christmas 
trees 
have been taken 
down or have well nigh cast 
their fruit. 
The friends wlio came 
for the holidays 
are gone in the rail train. 
While we aro 
looking forward 
to 
another 
twelve 
months of 
intense 
activities the 
text 
breaks upon us like a bursting 
thunder- 
head, "This year thou shalt die!" 


T h e text will probably prove true of 
some of us. 
The probability 
is 
aug- 
mented by the fact th"t all of us who 
are over 35 years of age 
have gone 
be- 
yond the average of human life. 
T h e 
note is more than due. 
It is only 
by 
sufferance that it is not collected. 
We 
are like a debtor 
who 
is taking 
the 
"three days' grace" of the banks. 
Our 
race started with 900 years 
for a 
life- 
time. 
We read of but one antediluvian 
youth whose early death 
disappointed 
the hopes of his parents by his dying at 
777 years of age. 
The world then 
may 
have been ahead of what it is now, for 
meu had so long a time in which to study 
and invent and plan. 


If an artist or a philosopher has forty 
years for work, he makes great 
achieve- 
ments; but what 
must the artists 
and 
philosophers have 
done 
who had 900 
years before them? 
In 
the nearly two 
thousand years before the 
flood, 
consid- 
ering the longevity of the 
inhabitants, 
there may have been 
nearly 
as 
many 
people as there are now. 
T h e flood was 
not a freshet, that washed a few people 
off a plank, but a disaster that may have 
swept away a thousand million. 
If 
the 
Atlantic Ocean by a lurch of the earth 
to-night should drown 
this 
hemisphere 
and the Pacific Ocean by a sudden 
lurch 
of the earth 
should drown 
the other 
hemisphere, leaving about as many be- 
ings as could be got in one or two ocean 
steamers, it would give 
you 
an idea of 
w h a t the ancient flood was. 


At that time God started the race with 
a 
shorter 
allowance 
of life. 
The 900 
years were hewn down until, in the time 
of 
Vespasian, 
a census was taken and 
only 134 persons were found 100 
years 
old and three or four persons 140 years 
old. 
Now a man who has come to 
100 
years of 
age is a curiosity, and we go 
miles to see him. 
The vast majority of 
the race passes olT before twenty years. 
To every apple there are 
five 
blossoms 
that never 
get to 
be apoles. 
In the 
country church the sexton rings the bell 
rapidly until almost throngh and 
then 
tolls it. 
For awhile the bell of our 
life 
rings right 
merrily; but with some of 
you the bell has begun to toll, and the 
adaptedness of the te.xt to you is 
more 
and more probable, 
"This year 
thou 
shalt die." 


The character of our occupations adds 
to the probability. 
Those who 
are 
in 
the 
professions are undergoing a sap- 
ping of the brain and nerve foundations. 
Literary men in this country are driven 
with whip and 
spur to their 
topmost 
speed. 
Not otie brain 
worker out of a 
hundred observes any moderation. There 
is something so stimulating 
in our cli- 
mate that if John Brown, the e.ssayist of 
Eainburg, had lived here, ho would have 
broken down 
at 
35 instead of 55, and 
Charles Dickens would have dropped at 
40, 
There is somethiug in all our occu- 
pations which predisposes to disease. 
If 
we be stout, to disorders ranging from 
fevers to apoplexy. 
If we be frail, 
to 
diseases ranging from consumption 
to 
paralysi-t. 
Printers 
rarely reach 
lifty 
years. 
Watchtnakers, in 
marking 
the 
time 
for others, 
shorten 
their 
owu. 
Chemists breatlie death in their labora- 
tories, 
and 
potters 
absoru 
paralysis. 
Painters fall under 
their 
own 
brush. 
Foundrymen 
take 
death in 
with 
the 
filings. 
ShoemakcMs ijound away their 
own lives on the last. 
Overdriv(;n 
mer- 
chants measure olf their own lives with 
the yardstick. 
Millers grind 
lives with the grist. 
Masons 
graves with the trowel. 
And 
occupations 
and 
professions 
the elements of peril. 


Rapid climatic changes 
threaten 
our 
lives. 
By reason of the 
violent 
fits of 
the thermometer, 
within 
two 
days we 
live both in the a r t i c a n d t h e tropic. Thr 
warm south wind finds us with our furs 
on. 
The wintry blast cuts through 
our 
thin apparel. 
The hoof, the wheel, 
the 
firearm, 
the assassin, wait their chance 
to put upon 
us 
their 
quietus. 
I 
an- 
nounce it as an impossibility that 3G5 
days should pass and leave us all as we 
now are. 
In what direction 
to 
shoot 
the arrow I know not, and 
so I shoot it 
at a venture. 
"This 
year thou 
shalt 
die." 


In view oi this. I advise that you have 
your temporal matters adjusted. 
Do not 
leave your worldly affairs at the mercy 
of administrators. 
Have your re-jiupts 
properly pasted, and your letters iiled, 
and your books balanced. 
If 
you 
have 
"trust fiinds, ' see that they aro 
rightly 
deposited and 
accounted 
for. 
Lot 
no 
widow or orphan scratch on your 
tomb- 
stone. 
"This man 
wronged 
me of my 
Inheritance." 
Many 
a 
man has died 
leaving a competency, 
whoso 
property 
has through his own carelessness, after- 
ward been divided between the adminis- 
trators, the surrogate, 
the 
lawyers and 
the sheriiTs. 
I charge you, before many 
days have pone, as far as possible, 
have 
all your worldly matters made 
straight, 
for "This year thou 
shalt 
die." 
I ad- 
vise, also, that vou be busy in Christian 
work. 
How many Sabbaths in the year? 
FUtF-two. 
If the text be true of you it.

If 
you 
are 
as 
near 
eternity 
as some 
of you seem to 
be, 
there 
is 
no 
time 
for 
anything 
but 
the 
question, 
" W h a t 
must 
I 
do 
to 
be 
saved?" 
The 
drowning 
man, when a plank is thrown him, stops 
not to ask what saw-mill 
made 
it, 
or 
whether it is oak or cedar, or who threw 
it. 
T h e moment it i.s thrown, he clutclies 
i t 
If this year you are to die, there 
is 
no time 
for anything but immediately 
laying hold on trod. 
It is high time 
to 
get out of your sins. 
You say, "I have 
committed 
no 
great 
transgressions." 
But are you not aware that 
your 
life 
has 
been 
sinful? 
The 
snow 
comes 
down 
on 
the Alps 
flake 
by flake, and 
it is so light that you may 
hold 
it

tory and saw a bunch of grapes hanging 
against the glass.

year also;" but jiressed niion my attcui- 
tion lirst of all. and lastof all, and above 
all, were thu words, 
"This 
year 
thou 
shalt die." 


Perhaps it may mean me. 
Though in 
perfect health now, it does not take God 
one week to bring down 
the 
strongest j 
physical Constitution. 
I do not want to 
die this year. 
We have 
plans and pru- 
1ects on foot that I want 
to see 
com- 
pleted; but (iod knows best, and he has 
a thousand better men than 1 to do 
the 
woric 
yet 
undone. 
1 have 
a 
hope 
that, notwithstanding all my 
sins 
and 
wanderings, 1 shall, through the infinite 
mercy of my Saviour, come 
out 
at 
the 
right place. 
I have nothing to brag of 
by way ot Christian exnerience; but two 
things I have learned—my utter helpless- 
ness before (iod and the all 
abouiidinc 
grace of the Lord 
Jesus. 
If 
the text 
means some of you, my hearers, I do not 
want yon to bo caught unprepared. 
1 
would like to hav(! you, either 
through 
money yon have laid up or a "lifo insur- 
ance," be able to leave the world feeling 
that your fauiily need not become 
juni- 
pers. 
But if you have done 
yonr 
best 
and you leave not one dollar's worth of 
estate, you may 
confidently 
trust 
the 
Lord who hath lu'otuiscd to care for the 
widow and the fatherless. 
1 would 
like 
to have your soul lilted out for eternity, 
so that if any morning or noon or 
even- 
ing or night of 
these 
davs, 
death 
should 
look 
in 
and 
ask, 
"Are 
you 
ready?" you might, with an outburst of 
Christian triumph, answer, 
"Aye, ^aye! 
all ready."

Tn tlie briglitest days of her prosper- 
ity Itome was said 
to have the 
most 
conipo.site 2'opiilation on tlie face of the 
globe, ami in later times Ch-eat Britain 
has occupied the foremo.st rank in this 
respect, but our la.st census show.s that 
probably no country ever in the history 
of tlie world had so strangely a compos- 
ite po]>uliition as our own. 
T h e colored 
aud 
foreign boru aro about equal in 
number, each jjortiou numbering 
over 
0,000,000. 
Tliese figures are somewhat 
misleading, as while tlie children of col- 
ored i)arents 
aro classified as 
colored, 
those of foreign-bovii parents are class- 
iiied as native white. 
T h e full strength 
of the foreieu element can therefore only 
be a.scortained by con.sidering the i^a- 
rentage of these born in this country. 
T h e returns of parentag(! from the cen- 
sus of 1880 iiavo not been 
ptiblished, 
b u t assuming the percentage to be t h e 
same as in 1870. the whole 
population 
of our country. fiO. 155,783, may be thus 
divided: Aniei-i.-an wliite, .30,453,546; 
foreign born, (i.079.954; both 
parents 
foreign born, 5,001,1:39; one parent for- 
eign, 1,388,004: colored, 0,632,549. 
Of 
the foreign-bcu-n ])oj)uhition 
2.772,169 
came from Cir(>at P.ritain and 
Ireland, 
and 717.084 from British America, mak- 
ing 3,48;i,'2.>i from the British 
domin- 
ions. 
Tlie 
greater 
])ortion 
of 
the.se 
"wei'e uiidoubtecUy 
from 
the 
British 
islands, tliough not a few were 
F r e n c h 
immigrants who liad reached us by this 
route. 
( iei iiiany ¡in.s ],!IH0,742 natives 
in tliis country, wliile 
the number of 
Irish nativity is less, being only 1,845,- 
574. 
Sv. ede'i ranks next, as the birth- 
place 
of 194.,''37 
inlinbitants 
of 
the 
United States: then Norway, 
181,729 
children 
in this country; then 
F r a n c e 
witli UI0.it71. and then China witli 104,- 
.541. 
b^\itzerland ranks next, with 88,- 
621 ; then 
Bohemia, with 
85,.'561, and 
then rather curiously, Sfexico with 68,- 
399. 
Denmark lias ¡-ontribnted 64,196, 
Holland 
58.090, 
l\)land 48.557, 
Italy 
44,230, Austria 38,003, and Kussia 35,- 
722. 
Hardly a country can bo named 
but lias contributed to our population. 
Gibraltar has sent us 129, Malta 305, J a - 
pan 401, aud 129 have come to us from 
Greenlaud.
